A HEALTHFUL PURSUIT. 

HOP PICKING IN PRINCE EDWARD 
COUNTY—A RACY ACCOUNT Ol’ 

TIIE OPERATION. 

Dear Editor Your correspondent 
has been, for the past week or so, 
enjoying an outing in one of the many 
hop-yards of this county, and news 
being rather scarce, we thought a 
short nccount of this most picturesque 
feature of country out-door life might 
interest some of your readers even 
though they live iu a hop-growing 
district. Wo give as our excuse the 
innocent question of a certain young 
lady from Lennox, who seeing a hop- 
yard for the first time, inquired, 
“ what sort of berries are growing on 
those poles.?’ 1 

To begin then, 7 o’clock in the 
morning finds us wending our way to 
tho yard, greatly enjoying the cool, 
fresh air, the pungent aroma of the 
hops, the glimpses we catch, between 
the rows of poles with their graceful 
vines, of bright colored calico gowns 
and sun-bonnets of the women and 
girls who have already commenced 
work, the hum of voices, and the 
sparkling dew, we take our place at 
the box that has been assigned us, 
and call “pole,” where-upon the box- 
tender comes and cuts a vine near the 
root, pulls the supporting pole, and 
places it on the box, ready to be 
stripped of its scented cone9. Each 
box is divided into four sections, each 
one holding six bushels, and are thirty 
inches deep. The pickers are paid, 

♦ hie year 30 cents per box, or one 
cent per inch. 

Scon all the pickers are in the yard 
and the box-tender is kept pretty busy 
pull ing poles, stripping the ones that 
have been picked and piling them in 
heaps ready for the next year. The 
vines are also piled into heaps to be 
burned. The hops must be picked free 
from stems and leaves, and it is 
necessary to work with a will as they 
settle very fast, but when two of a 
family pick at opposite sections they 
"dump over” when each have half a 
box and thus make much more than 
where one is picking alone. When 
the box is full the call “empty” runs 
through the yard and the yard.boss 
comes and takes a look at it to see 
that it is all right. Then the hops 
are emptied into a great sack ready to 
be taken to the kiln to dry. The fore¬ 
noon soon passes, with laughter, jest 
and song, and then comes the noon¬ 
day meal. We gladly troop off to 
the hop house where a table is 
spread for us, liberally supplied with 
hot tea, potatoes and corn. We 
remove our thick gloves, get our 
dinner-baskets and take our place, and 
oh! the appetites we take with us. 
All the doctors’ tonics in the world 
fall short o/ hop-picking. You feel 
yourself growing stronger every day, 
the blood courses more buoyantly 
through your veins and a new vigor 
comes to mind and body. The dinner 
hour is a merry one, and all declare it 
better than a picnic. Next comes a 
race up stairs to see the kiln, a peep 
into the furnace room9 and then away 
i again to the yard. As the afternoon 
| draws to a dose we get restless and 
visit the other boxes for a chat, than 
back and to work again. One of 
the leading questions in the yard is 
*• what are you going to do with your 
“bop-money”? and woe unto you if 
you do not tell. Night comes at last 
and after another pleasant ohat with 
thepiokers we start fftr home tired 
but happy.

history. On the other baud but few 
of our provincial public institutions 
which now cost us so much for their 
necessary annual maintenance had then 
commenced their existence. No won¬ 
der the surplus grew during that time. 


WIIAT HE THEN PROVIDED FOR. 


Here are some of the items of in¬ 
creased public expenditure that 
Premier Macdonald himself provided 
for, before the defeat of his Govern¬ 
ment. 

1. He enacted a law during the last 
session of the first parliament provid¬ 
ing for the distribution of At least 
nearly one half of the total surplus in 
the shape of railway bonuses, and he 
thus bound himself to at once 
begin to “ squander ” that fine surplus 
and also to largely increase the after 
average expenditure of each year. 

2. He also began the erection of a 
number of our largest and most expen¬ 
sive public institutions which have 
ever since been a source of largely 
increased expenditure, and they would 
have caused the same expense had his 
government remained in power. 
Among thesq. expensive buildings 
began in his day, but the completion 
and maintenance of which has since so 
much increased expense, many be 
enumerated the following : 

1. The Lieut-Governor’s official 
residence at Toronto, costing in the 
long run, hundreds of thousands. 

2. The Central Prison, at Toronto, 
also costing in the long run, hundreds 
of thousands. 

3 The Insane Asylum at London, 
another very expensive and large insti¬ 
tution. 

4 The Deaf and Dumb Asylum, at 
Belleville, large and costly. 

5 The Blind Asylum, at Brantford, 
costing in the long run over a hundred 
thousand. 

G The Model Farm and Agricultural 
College, at Mimico. He purchased 
and paid for a considerable tract of 
land there, near the city of Toronto, 
that turned out wholly unsuifced for any 
such purpose and which had to be dis¬ 
posed of afterwards at a very consider- 
able-sacrifice and a more suitable farm 
purchased at Guelph. 

Now, scarcely one of these extensive 
and expensive projects had been com¬ 
pleted at the time of the Macdonald 
government downfall, though all were 
under way and they were handed over 
as an expensive legacy to their suc¬ 
cessors. They have had to be effi¬ 
ciently maintained ever since, at 
enormous public cost. And now the 
Member for Lennox strikes the key note 
of demanding the defeat of the Liberals 
because they have increased the 
annual expenditures, and that largely 
because of the existence of these very 
institutions ! The other Conservative 
oraters all pitch their songs to the 
same key. 

Is it just fair to state such a partial 
and one sided case to the electors and 
to withhold at the same time such im¬ 
portant explanations, With which many 
farmers of to day are not familiar V 
Stronger words might be used. 

WHAT THESE NOW COST. 

Laying aside the enormous first cost 
of the erection and establishment ol 
these institutions, exery one of them 
inaugurated by the economical Sand- 
field Macdonald, let us turn to the 
Ontario estimates for this year and see 
what is now the necessary annual 
expenses in connection with their 
maintenance. 

Expenses, contingencies, repairs etc 
of the Government House, over and 
and above salaries and the like #3,879. 

The Patrons attempted to have those 
sums struck off, but every Conservative 
M. P. P., who spoke here last Thurday 
voted .against them. 

Central Prison expenses and main 
tenonce #60,025. 

No objeofcion Is now made to this 
sum. Not one dollar of 1ft was required 
In Macdonald’s time.

accessary expense that must needs 
have been established to meet the 
r N growing wants of tho country, no 
matter what party was in power, have 
all tonded to swell up the increased 
expense items now complained of. 
But is it fair and honest for any 
opposition to thus prarade the bare 
figures about the couutry and with, 
hoid from the people an honest expla¬ 
nation in regard to them V Does it 
not look like an attempt to presume too 
much on a lack of intelligence among 
the audiences row being appealed to. 

STILL GREATER I'M AIRNESS. 

Besides all this, is it not a well 
known fact,* to the older electors 
especially, that the Liberal Govern¬ 
ment, after it came into power, dis¬ 
tributed a million and a half of that 
surplus directly to the tax-payers of 
i he country, through the various 
municipal councils ? There was not a 
municipality in existence throughout 
all Ontario that did not get a fair and 
just share of that distribution. The 
Township of Richmond received #G,1)00 
out of that distribution, and the tax¬ 
payers have been receiving the interest 
on the investment evor since. Ernest- 
town, tho township in which the 
Doctor resides, received as its .share 
£9,000 from that distribution which it 
has had invested ever since, and the 
tax-payers have a yearly income there* 
from. I think it was over #40.000 
that came to tho municipalities of 
Lennox alone. Some went to pay off 
old debts, as in Napanee, 1 think. 
Some went to build better roads and 
safer bridges, as in Fredericksburg!). 
Some was invested in aiding the school 
funds. Every council made its own 
disposal, and the Government’s inten¬ 
tion that every tax-payer should get 
his fair and equal share was ear¬ 
ned out, as far as it was possible for 
the government to do so. 

Now, can it 'be credited that Dr. 
Meacbam and his Conservative col¬ 
leagues actually added in this generous 
distribution as a part of the “ in¬ 
creased average annual exjjenses " of the 
Liberal party ? Yet such is actually 
the case, and now they call on the tax¬ 
payers of Lennox, who have been thus 
benefitted to rise up and condemn such 
extravagance ! 

They prepare figures to 6how that 
yearly expenses, thus increased by dis¬ 
tributing a surplus and by thus com¬ 
pleting public institutions ought not to 
have been increased ! What can in¬ 
telligent people think of tactics of that 
kind ?

An isolated tree'offers a most danger* 
ous attraction to lightning. In woods 
the peril is diminished, because the elec* 
Iricity is scattered. Trees with foots 
deep in humid soil are more apt* to be 
struck than those in drier -spots. Trees 
in damp places are always conductors of 
electricity. Lightning prefers oaks and 
lately touches beeches. Resistance to 
elect Heal discharges va.ries»accordingly to 
the proportion of oily matter contained 
in the wood. The poplar jsissesses hut 
little greasy substance and is a gis»d ei 
duet or. It is dangerous to those wit» 
tiust it for shelter, but if planted not 
nett re r than ten metres •f’Aoui a dwelling 
proves to be a good lightning rod. If 
certain poplars are easily struck l»,v elec- 
tricaj fluid, it is because their roots are 
in damp soil. All isolated trees should 
he avoided during a thunderstorm.

Ilow to Feed I’onlliy Itutioim. 

Of almost ns much importance as llu' 
foods is a knowhilge of the pr« \ r way 
le feed them.

But 
with proper knowledge and thorough 
appn cintioii of that wli.eh is being aim <1 
at. the two extI'eiiies will be avoided- It 
is in the medium course that success lies. 
The beginner i*; tempted to give more 
food to his liens which arc beginning to 
lay well, under the impression that b«* 
Will gel belter results ill so doing. Th ■ 
experienced poultryman will tell you that 
to avoid over ftcdiug is one of tin* hard- 
est rules to observe. It is the cause of 
much of the ills that p mltry sniffer. More, 
it is fatal when practised for any hiunli 
of time. To further stimulate hens that 
are doing their best is to thrash the 
horse going at his top speed to make him 
go quicker. The twin faeior iu judicious 
deeding is exercise. The three great 
factors iu the winter production of eggs 
ate cut bom* tor mean, green stuff and 
exercise. Cut boirc sicnl I be fed iu 
quantity of ottp pound to every Id liens, 
m one ounce to each hen. Feed three 
times,per week or once daily if liens are 
laying well. 

Green stuff.—Cabbages can be hung 
front the ceiling to within 2 1-2 feet of 
the Hour. Feed mangels, carrots, tur¬ 
nips, etc., raw or boil the latter and 
ntix with ground grains, into a stiff 
mash. Clover hay should be cut into 
quarter inch lengths and st< anted oy 
placing in a pail and pouring boiling 
water over if tin* night before it is want¬ 
ed for use. Cover the pail after pouring 
in tin* hoiking water. So steamed it ma.\ 
lie fed alone or mixed in with mash. 
Lawn clippings may be similarly treated. 

Exercise.- -Fsr all ingeiiinity to keen 
the layers in exercise from morning till 
they go to roost. Throw all grain fed 
into litter, composed of eluiff, straw, cut 
hay. oat hulls, dry leaves, etc., which

llrokcu Crockery, Feed For ('liic-kons. 

All excellent way to dispose of look 
er. crockery that at times aceumul.it*** 
about the dooryard is to panel the 
pieces until they are as line as grlitis 
of corn, a ml put them into a box or mmP 
ter them over the ground where the poul 
try mil have access to them. There 
should always lie a box or bin in tin* 
yard—preferably under cover-—where 
tin* fowls can get to it at all times, ini > 
wit ch shells,coul, broken nlaster. cru/Jtcd 
and burned bone, crushed crockery, etc-, 
should be put. The box should never be 
empty. 

A subscriber asks about feeding brok¬ 
en glass to poultry. We have never in id** 
a practice of using it. but kuowthf a 
number of farmers who dd and like it. 
The/ also claim that no evil effects re 
suit from its use. It sei ms to be an 
unnatural mid unnecessary article to 
use, especially when gravel, bom 
crushed stone, crockery, etc., are so easi¬ 
ly obtained ami prepared for use.

ENGLISH ODDITIES. 


A Township Which Has Only One lteaU 
dent. 

Undoubtedly the most extraordinary 
township in England is that of Hkldduw, 
In Cumberland. It contains but one 
house, the occupier of which is unable 
to exercise the Briton's privilege of 
lot lug because there is no ovoracer to 
prepare a voters' list and no church or 
other place of worship or Assembly on 
wh’eh to publish one, saPearson's 
Weekly. 

The most remote village in England is 
that of Earlcy-cum-Pitton. This truly 
rural s|s>t is thirty, miles ami a lrilf 
fiom the nearest railway station. As :i 
contrast to this mnv Is- meiitioiied he 
hamlet of Ystrnd, amnit ten miles from 
Cardiff. This tiny settlement pirosessei- 
two imjxirtiiiit main roads, two railways 
nnd two large rivers. 

A very unique feature Is exclusively 
claimed by Trlinley, a small village in 
Suffolk. In th;- one churcbyard <»f the 
parish two churches lire to In- seen, ser¬ 
vice is conducted three times a week 
in each i.f these ehurchcs at the san»c 
hour. 

The deepest well in England Is found 
at Hamilton, in Hampshire. It stretches 
ffoO feet below the surface of the earth- 
Alnnit half-way down th*s well shaft 
is a subway, three miles in length, 
which leads to the seaeoast. 

On the top of the parish church tower 
in Bicklloller. Somerset shire, is a yew 
tree, now five feet high, and still grow¬ 
ing in a hardy fashion. It is generally 
believed lha» the tree owes its origin 
to a seed dropped by a bird. 

Perhaps the most splendidly decorated 
church in the kingdom is that of Wh't 
ley Court. Worcestershire. It is entirely 
consti Urie l of white marble, the peW* 
are chastely enrveil and the pu'p'.t is *f 
genuine f'arrara marble, richly paneled 
willl preeiolls slolH-S. 

On tin- village green at Meriden, 'n 
Warwickshire, then* is a large stone 
cross, which is supposed to mark tin 
M-ntni! point of England.

Run Down by a Train. 

Sunday morning at 8:30 o'clock, Emma 
Hartman, agod 40 years, a woman who 
was slightly demented, was struck by an 
east bound freight train about half a mile 
west of Collin’s Bay station, and instantly 
Hied. The deceased resided on hor bro¬ 
ther's farm, about two miles south of 
Odessa. On Buturday afternoon, about 
5 o'clock, she wandered away from home. 
Knowing that her mind was unbalanced, 
and fearing that she might get into 
mischief, Mr. Hartman and a number of 
neighbors started to eearch for hor. Late 
at night they located her in a cedar bush. 
She answered their calls, but managed to 
keep her distance from them. Failing to 
get hold of tho woman, tho search was 
given up and the party returned home to 
wait for daylight. Sunday morning, 
bright and early, Mr. Alfred Hartman 
started out to renew the search for his 
sister, lie heard she had been scon on tne 
railway track, in the vicinity of Collin’# 
Bay, and timber he started as fast as his 
speedy horse could carry him. lie arrived 
at Collin’s Bay, fifteen minutes too late to 
save his sister from an awful death. 

Miss Hartman proceeded along tho track 
east till she had nearly reached tbe station, 
when the section-man's dog ran out and 
she turned back. Bhe then proceeded to 
walk westward along tho southern track. 
A heavy freight train from the West came 
thunderin ; down the grad., but, instead of 
stepping to one side and clearing the 
approaching danger, sho calmly fc.ood on 
the track anu waved a small stick she hud 
in her h <d at it. At first Engineer Davis 
thought t. o woman would get off the truck, 
so lie merely sounded a warning whistle ; 
when this failed to arouso her, he reversed 
his leVer and soundei "down breaks." 
But the efforts of the engine-drive and the 
brakemun were of no avail: the train sped 
otf and tho cow catcher hurried tbo woman 
high in the air, landicg her in a ditch on 
tho s : de of the tr^ck. The train was 
heavily laden and reached Cohin’s Bay 
static^* before it could be brought to a 
standstill. A second train, from the East, 
arrived a*. Collin's Bay and tbe eDgine was 
detached and proceeded to the sc.no of the 
accident. When the tr&in-h&nda reached 
the place, they fouriTMiss Ilartman quite 
dead. Her back was broken, sevoral ribs 
f: tured, her right eye bruised, and her 
left leg badly bruised. She was dreaded in 
a wrapper, without hat, shoes or stockings, 
and when sue was found she was almost 
entirely nakod. As soon as the deceased’s 
brother ariived, he gave the train-hands- 
charge of her body, while he went to notify 
Lis f lends. Dr. Mundell was oallcd, but, 
on hearing the train-band's story, be decid¬ 
ed that an inquest was unnecessary. 

The deceased was a splendid-looking 
woman, about 5 feet 9 inches high, weigh¬ 
ing about 170 lbs. Her brother soys she 
was bright, cheerful and contented. At 
times she wandered away from home, but, 
when taken back seemed to b) happy, 
father dropped dead only a week ago.

The dam during tin* period 
should have plenty of coarse food, con¬ 
taining an abundance of bone material: 
should be kept strong and healthy, but 
never fat. and if giving milk, all tlx* 
better, even if properly fed. up to tin* 
period of the birth of the youngster. Ii 
after birth it b all .wvd t. *uck it* 
mother for any length of time, the ten¬ 
dency will be to fatten it, and if Hii* 
he allowed until it i* "lit for veal." it 
will be injured, more or less, and no 
system of feeding run ever remedy the 
mistake. 

Doubtless, one reason why so many 
noted cows have Mich offspring is that 
tbe owner* are so very anxious to "do 
well" for the future cow, they ruin tin m 
by injudicious feeding while in embryo, 
or during its first year or life. The 
whole system of feeding should, from 
the sturt. be with a view of making a 
large eater of such foods as will make 
a strong frame, ami give, capacity to 
eat and digest still more food, of Mic 
milk-producing kinds; consequently 1 lie 
cow should never have fattening food*, 
but rather that which is curse uni 
bulky, with jusl enough uutrinunt to 
keep the calf making growth and muscu¬ 
lar development. Theic is iu> better 
food for the calf that sweet skim milk, 
but this should, for the first few weeks, 
be fed warm, ns wnnn n« it comes from 
the cow, and a* ko- ii tin old cm u,:h to 


more bone material than any i.tI d- i food, 
but the calf should not have too much 
of thi* either. ' 

Remember, always, that It •* md fut 
that i* wanted, but an immense storage 
with the ability to digest and a'-similate 
what is eaten. Early ent. bright, barn 
housed straw of any kind I* good fond, 
and when within reach, the enlf will 
find a good deal <d amusement "picking
